Ruminations 


According  to  “Fiddler  on  the  Roof,” 
Judaism  has  a  blessing  for  every¬ 
thing — even  the  Czar.  Whether 
that’s  a  universally  accepted,  popular 
notion  or  just  the  musings  of  a  play¬ 
wright,  it’s  simply  not  true.  While 
Judaism  is  a  way  of  life  and  governs  our 
conduct  from  the  moment  we  awake 
(instructing  us  from  which  side  of  the 
bed  we  should  arise)  until  we  retire  to 
bed  again,  there  is  one  notable  and  glar¬

ing  exception. 

There  is  no  blessing  or  prayer  to  be 
recited  when  we  light  the  large  candle 
to  begin  the  shiva  period,  and  we  are 
aware  of  an  even  greater  omission  in 
our  tradition  when  it  comes  time  to  kin¬ 
dle  the  yahrzeit  light.  It  may  be  that  no 
words  are  necessary  when  we  begin 
shiva — so  many  words  have  been  spo¬ 
ken  just  hours  before  at  the  funeral,  and 
more  words  of  remembrance  are  sure  to 
follow  throughout  the  shiva,  but  when 
we  light  a  yahrzeit  candle. ..that’s  an 
entirely  different  matter.  It  would  be 
nice  to  have  some  words  to  accompany 
our  thoughts  and  to  give  voice  to  our 
memories  as  we  gaze  into  the  light. 

Based  on  a  verse  in  the  Book  of 
Proverbs,  we  associate  our  souls — our 
spiritual  existence — with  the  imagery  of 
a  flame.  What  is  it  about  a  candle  or  a 
flame  that  makes  for  a  comparison  to 
the  human  soul  in  Proverbs?  It’s  more 
than  just  the  divine  spark  within. 

We’re  attracted  to  light — we  prefer 
light  to  its  absence  —  just  as  we  need 
people  in  our  lives  —  the  void  created 
when  we  lose  them  is  as  terrifying  and 
as  depressing  as  darkness.  We  can  cre¬ 


ate  a  meditation  that  expresses  our 
sense  of  loss  and  our  resolve  to  contin¬ 
ue  with  our  lives,  always  bearing  our 
loved  one's  memory  in  our  hearts  and 
minds. 

There’s  a  beauty  to  a  flickering 
flame — and  to  a  steady  one.  It  reminds 
us  of  the  inner  beauty  we  see  in  our 
loved  ones.  When  the  flame  is  steady  it 
represents  the  stability  our  beloved 
brought  to  our  lives — their  core  val¬ 
ues — how  they  helped  to  ground  us  and 
to  support  us.  When  the  flame  flickers  it 
symbolizes  the  joy  they  could  bring  us 
through  unpredictability  and  surprise. 
We  can  create  a  meditation  incorporat¬ 
ing  our  joyful  memories  and  the  values 
our  beloved  imparted  to  us. 

A  flame  provides  heat  and 
warmth — it  gives  us  security  and  seren¬ 
ity.  We  can  pray  for  an  abiding  sense  of 
inner  peace  in  moments  when  we  are 
discomfited  by  our  dear  one's  absence. 

A  flame  is  delicate  and  fragile — eas 
ily  disturbed — or  snuffed  out —  like  our 
sensitive  emotions — and  our  precarious 
lives.  We  can  meditate  on  the  meaning 
of  our  lives — both  before  and  after,

Friday,  June  28 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  publishes  a 
Book  of  Remembrance  every  year, 
for  Yom  Kippur,  in  which  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  congregation  can  list  the 
names  of  their  departed  loved  ones.  The 
deadline  for  the  inclusion  of  names  to  be 
listed  is  Friday,  June  28th. 

Since  there  is  no  carryover  of  list¬ 
ings  from  one  year  to  the  next,  the 
names  of  loved  ones  must  be  resubmit¬ 
ted  every  year. 

Names  of  the  deceased  listed  in  the 
Book  of  Remembrance  are  memorial¬ 
ized  when  Yizkor  is  recited  four  times 
during  the  year,  during  the  Yizkor 
Memorial  Services  on  Yom  Kippur  and 
on  the  second  day  of  the  Festivals  of 
Sukkot  and  Shavuot;  during  Passover, 
the  Yizkor  Memorial  Service  takes  place 
on  the  eighth  day  of  Passover. 

The  publishing  deadline  is  a  firm 
one.  Therefore,  to  avoid  disappoint¬ 
ment,  return  the  card  you  will  receive  in 
the  mail  promptly.

American  and  Israeli  Kids 
Exchange  Letters: 

“I  Bet  You’re  Scared 
Just  to  Walk  Out  of  the  House” 

undreds  of  students  in  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue’s  Congrega¬ 
tional  School  marked  Israel’s 
recent  54th  birthday  writing  letters  of 
support  and  friendship  to  their  peers  in 
Israel.  The  exchange  was  coordinated  by 
young  staffers  at  the  American  Jewish 
Committee. 

The  “very,  very  moving,  beautifully 
decorated”  letters  are  being  sent  to  the 
Ben-Zvi  school  in  Nes  Ziona,  some  of 
whose  students  have  already  written  the 
Americans,  said  Rebecca  Neuwirth,  special 
assistant  to  AJC  executive  director  David 
Harris  and  a  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
Congregational  School  graduate.  The  AJC 
is  also  forwarding  letters  from  students  at 
Stuyvesant  High  School  in  Manhattan, 
close  to  Ground  Zero,  to  Nes  Ziona’s  jun¬ 
ior  high  and  high  school  students. 

Ms.  Neuwirth  said  she’s  already 
received  e-mail  requests  from  AJC  mem¬ 
bers  wanting  to  bring  the  pen  pal  project 
into  their  own  communities. 

Although  the  Park  Avenue  students, 
from  kindergarten  through  sixth  grade, 
try  to  cheer  up  their  new  Israeli  friends 
by  writing  of  hobbies  and  shopping  and 
ordinary  life,  they  all  appear  aware  of  cur¬ 
rent  realities  overseas.  Some  say  they 
have  visited  Israel  or  plan  to  travel  there. 

“I  know  what  is  going  on  in  Israel,” 
writes  Josh.  “I  hope  that  all  these  bad 
events  end  and  there  will  be  peace.” 

“It  is  really  sad  to  hear  about  what  is 
happening  in  Israel,”  writes  his  classmate 
Brandon.  “I  bet  you’re  scared  just  to  walk 
out  of  the  house.  I  hope  you  haven’t  lost 
any  family  members  or  friends.” 

Many  of  the  letters  reflect  a  sobering 
awareness  of  the  complicated  and 
increasingly  frightening  larger  picture, 
such  as:  “How  do  you  feel  about  the 
Palestinians?”  writes  Elias.  “I  feel  bad.  I 
also  felt  bad  about  the  twin  towers.” 

“Two  days  ago,  there  was  a  pro-Israel 
rally  in  Washington,”  writes  Hannah. 
“Did  you  know  about  it?  Well,  if  you  did¬ 
n’t  know  about  it,  many,  many  people 
support  you,  including  myself.”  Hannah 
concludes  her  note  with  love  and,  in 
Hebrew,  “Am  Yisrael  Chai ”  (“the  people 
of  Israel  lives”).

Tisha  B’Av  Will  Be  Observed 
)  on  Wednesday  Evening, 
July  17 

From  sundown,  Wednesday,  July 
17th  to  sundown,  Thursday,  July 
18th,  Tisha  B'Av  (the  ninth  day  of 
the  month  of  Av)  is  observed  by  Jews 
worldwide  as  a  day  of  remembrance  of 
the  many  tragic  events  in  Jewish  history. 

At  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  a  special 
service  in  observance  of  Tisha  B’Av  will 
take  place  on  Wednesday  evening,  July 
17th  beginning  at  8  p.m.  In  this  service, 
the  lights  are  dimmed,  candles  are  lit, 
and  the  tragic  events  of  the  Jewish  his¬ 
torical  past  are  recalled  through  read¬ 
ings  in  the  Book  of  Lamentations,  selec¬ 
tions  of  appropriate  poetry,  and  the 
singing  of  liturgical  music. 

The  recent  terrorist  attacks  on  civil¬ 
ians  in  Israel  and  those  on  synagogues 
in  France  and  Tunisia  are,  unfortunate¬ 
ly,  a  solemn  reminder  of  the  many  other 
life  taking  and  violent  events  in  our  his¬ 
tory  as  a  people;  they  lend  an  even 
reater  significance  to  the  observance  of 
isha  B’Av.  Yet,  even  while  remember¬ 
ing  the  tragedies  of  the  past  and  those  in 
the  present,  we  continue  to  pray  hope¬ 
fully  that  we  will  know  real  peace  in  the 
not  too  distant  future.

Early  Childhood  Center 
Applications 

Member  families  who  would  like 
to  apply  to  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Early  Childhood 
Center  for  the  2003-04  school  year  are 
asked  to  call  the  school  and  request  an 
application  form  between  May  1  and 
June  30,  2002.  (After  that  date  the 
school  will  be  closed  until  mid-August.) 

All  children  who  were  born  before 
April  1,  2001  are  eligible  for  school  in 
September  2003.  The  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Early  Childhood  Center 
adheres  strictly  to  its  cut-off  dates. 
Families  who  have  been  active  longtime 
members  of  the  synagogue  are  given  spe¬ 
cial  consideration.  However,  because  of 
limitations  on  class  size  and  the  need  to 
balance  groups  in  a  variety  of  ways,  mem¬ 
bership  does  not  guarantee  acceptance. 

There  is  an  application  fee  of  $40  per 
child.  The  application  process  includes  a 
visit  and  tour  of  the  school  by  one  or  both 
parents  and  a  separate  visit  with  the 
child. 

For  the  September  2002  school  year 
there  were  approximately  45  openings.  It 
will  be  very  helpful  to  have  some  idea 
prior  to  September  as  to  how  many  eligi¬ 
ble  member  families  are  interested  in  a 
place  for  the  2003-04  school  term.  This 
will  enable  us  to  determine  how  many 
applications  from  new  members  or  non¬ 
members  we  will  be  able  to  accept.  Thank 
you  for  your  cooperation.

And,  finally,  a  flame  has  tremendous 
power  for  both  good  and  destruction — 
symbolic  of  the  human  spirit.  Even  on 
the  tip  of  a  match  it  can  facilitate  or 
wound  us,  just  as  those  closest  to  us  had 
the  greatest  power  to  bring  us  joy  AND 
to  cause  us  pain.  We  can  speak  of  the 
important  rote  they  continue  to  play  in 
our  lives  and  how  they  still  exert  a  pow¬ 
erful  influence  on  us. 

Perhaps  by  not  prescribing  a  set 
prayer  or  meditation  for  us  to  recite  as 
we  kindle  the  yahrzeit  lamp,  Judaism  is 
inviting  us  to  compose  one  of  our  own.
